Being Chapter I. of His New Boot, Entitled, 
' •■ "Life and Service." 



EDITOR'S NOTE. — We have received a copy or Coiumissjoner Hoxr- 
ard's new hook, which was recently mentioned in onr columns. Jt Is 
entitled, "Standards of Life and Service." The cunum's of the book are 
reports of addresses delivered by the Foreign Secretary in ao Important 
scries of holiness meetings held In Congress Hall, London, and. in his 
preface, the Chier of tho Staff says: "Those meetings were widely used 
by God, and at my request tbo Commissioner has revised the shorthand 
reports of his words for this volume. We now seed fortn bis messages 
In the hopo of still further extending their usefulness." 

After reading the volume, we can easily see now these meetings 
were ueo<] by God, and how useful tbe addresses may be made In their 
present rorm_. These reports are eminently practical papers on holiness 
and their character is very well indicated In the folloclng chapter: — 



"What manner of persona ought ye 
to be?" (2 Peter ill. 11.) 

"As Ho which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy In all manner of 
converantlnn; TWfvjan It !:; v.-rittcn, 
Be ye holy; for I am holy." (1 Peter 
I. la, lti.) 

When we eet up standards for life 
and character we must be quite clear 
that our teaching fits In with God's 
purpose as revealed towards His 
people. Therefore, when we enforce 
the doctrine of personal Holiness, 
there Is no reason more weighty than 
that which Peter gives us In the 
verses quoted, namely, that God calla 
us to ho'Inens. 

The statement I have read seems 
to me to show that it is a mistake to 
suppoEO that personal holiness Is left 
optional. Many people go to meet- 
ings, and, when they are shown the 
teachings of tho Bible about holiness, 
they recognize that It Is a state or 
being cleansed, filled with the love 
of God, and kept by the Indwelling 
Holy Ghost. They Gee It as a very 
desirable thing and a possiblle ex- 
perience. But, somehow or other. 
Ihey sit and listen, come and bo. and 
seem to liavc the idea that It Is quite 
left to themselves whether they 
Rhould obey tlie call nnd claim tbls 
blessing or not. 

Some talk as If there were two 
ronds to Henven; I mean the winning 
and repenting life; falling down and 
getting up ngatn ; persevering In their 
Journey with Just enough religion to 
make them want lo save their souls 
from going to ncll, In contradistinc- 
tion to the experlenco of the sairtly 
man or woman who says. "By God's 
help I am going to live a life with- 
out sin! I am going to have my 
heart fully sanctified, and walk la 
the will of God." 

Bonio, I nm afrnld, even go so far 
as to deliberately say, "Holiness is a. 
very good thing If you want it; but 
I am not, qulfo prepared for this, or 
to give up this, thnt, and the other. 
I^thlnk I shall get on very well as I 
nnt. If yon want the blessing I am 
glad lo see you go in for it." 

Thnt Is what I mean when I talk 
about people regarding the matter 
as ir It were optional; and I like 
these words of r'nler's, bcrauso they 
show us a diree^ roiiunnnd: "Be ye 
holy, for 1 urn holy," They fit in a1»o 
with the other Injunction: "Come out 
from among them, and he ye separ- 
ate, and touch not the unclean thing." 
It l 9 a. grand and glorious prlvitestu 
to have a clean lieaft; lo have Go3 
Almighty coming atld tftMng full 
posFesslon of you; end to have 111a 
Holy Spirit day by day, filling your 



heart with love and keeping yon In 
Divine fellowship. But I want you 
also to renllEe ibat It Is a binding 
duty upon every follower of Jesus 
Christ U; ^ck to T>cct*ii}^ ijuij. 

I think It was John Wesley who 
said something to tbe effect that pro- 
fesaiug Christians who bad not got 
the blcEBiag of a clean heart, or 
were not earnestly seeking to be 
delivered from sin. could not con- 
sistently l>e regarded as Clirlsiians 
at all. 1 do not put it as sirongly as 
that; but 1 do. from deep conviction, 
say this to you. tbat every Salvation- 
ist, and other persons who. in meet- 
ings of this kind, are taught that tbe 
will or God Is that they shall be de- 
livered from all sin. that they shall 
live a life of purity and holiness, that 
they shall walk in tbe enjoyment of 
a full saKaton, and yet are not will- 
ing to follow the light, and do what 
tbey know God wants them to do, 
are probably hcart-hacksliders, and 
in a fair way to backslide altogether. 
I tell yon. God bas called you. cot 
unto uncIeaniieFS. cot to remain in 
a s'ate of impurity, but lo holiness; 
and be that desplfcih that calling 
desplscth not man, but God. There- 
fore. 1 beg of yoa not to Imagine tbat, 
with clear light as to yojr duty, 
and the pOPSHjiiUy of full salvation, 
you can either late it or leave It, 
and yet remain In the favour of GoJ. 
Then these verses arc very useful 
Ijecaute they set the standard for our 
pergonal c|.lritn2l condition. Xced I 
esplain what 1 mean hy this? Let 
your mieds turn (o weights and 
measures, and you will s^ee my mean- 
ing esactly. If you went to a drainers 
shop and asked for so many yards 
of material, ynn ^r..n1,| nnt fte satis- 
fied by his giieKstag the quantity— 
voti wo-jld want it rncasui'ed by the 
yard stlrk. tbe projwr standard of 
mcastirejncnL So with selshis. If 
you as>k for «at many poinds of 
sugar cr riot atmes. Jt wotfid am be for 
lhe fhop-msB to sey to j(m, "Will 
that do for you?
